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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A card game method and apparatus is played with a 
standard deck of cards and a game table having a dealer 
area and a plurality of player areas. The dealer deals 
sets of cards to each of a plurality of players and to 
the dealer itself. An equal number of cards is dealt 
to each player. The equal number is preferably from 3 
to 7. Each player makes an initial wager. After 
receiving their cards, each player and the dealer split 
at least three of their cards into two half-hands, a 
first half-hand having a "LOW" value and a second half- 
hand having a "HIGH" value.. A player wins if both a) 
that player's LOW hand is lower than the dealer's LOW 
hand and b) that player's HIGH hand is higher than the 
dealer's HIGH hand. A number a variations of the game 
are also described. 
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
